The Communist-Stalinist Parties of Europe sent 
volunteers to Ukraine to prevent Donbass 
revolution from succeeding in Kiev and 
throughout Ukraine. 

They held the looting of Putin's stealing 
Crimea. 

They went to divide the Ukrainian working 
class and to subdue Donbass miners to the 
pro-Russian bourgeoisie and its fictional 
"Republic of Novorossia". 

The Communist Parties which yesterday surrendered the USSR 
are now hanging in the covenant of Minsk 

They want to drown the cry of the Ukrainian masses 
in the Donbass requiring: "MAY THE USSR RETURN!" 
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Ukraine: once more, a revolution betrayed 



T he Ukrainian revolution is in 
an alarming situation. Europe¬ 
an and Russian Stalinism have 
landed in the Donbass where an armed 
true dual-power was established by the 
miners and privates from Kiev who 
had risen up. The former went there 
to impose Minsk Pacts policy to be 
strictly complied as signed by Merkel, 
Hollande, Putin, Poroshenko and the 
“pro-Russian” Ukrainian bourgeoi¬ 
sie, with US imperialism behind the 
scenes. These agreements were signed 
when the revolution had gained enor¬ 
mous political and military success: 
miners in the Donbass had begun to 
conquer the unity with the workers of 
Kiev, when the latter refused to enter 
the counterrevolutionary army or went 
with their weapons to fight alongside 
Don exploited to the middle of 2014. 
The pact would reverse this situation 
and -with the help of the pro-Putin 
Russian bourgeoisie- convert the mili¬ 
tary victory into defeat. 

Minsk pacts are pacts for the 
partition of Ukraine: Crimea for 
Putin, “Novorossiya” (Donbass) to 
the pro-Russian bourgeoisie and the 
west and Kiev under the command 
of Poroshenko, the current presi¬ 
dent, a puppet of imperialism. Thus 
they sought to divide the Ukrainian 
working class and submit it to each 
one of the bourgeois sectors. Because 
this counter-revolutionary pact had 
a clear objective: that the revolution 
having stood up in the Donbass, with 
militias of miners and privates, not 
come to Kiev and the head of Poro¬ 
shenko rolled down. Thus, with this 
agreement, they laid the foundation to 
bury the Ukrainian revolution, a key 
link in the European revolution, so that 
it is not combined with uprisings of 


workers in the central countries. 

On behalf of putting in place an 
“anti-fascist front”, European, Russian 
and Ukrainian Stalinism marched to 
Donbass. There it submitted the work¬ 
ing class to nothing more and nothing 
less than the oligarchs of Donbass and 
the anti-worker rogue murderer Putin 
who imposed together with Obama the 
siege against the uprising by the mass¬ 
es in Donbass. 

With the excuse of the “anti-fascist 
front”, i.e. with this policy of class col¬ 
laboration, everything Stalinism did 
was to save fascism. 

The fact is the army of Kiev could not 
recruit soldiers and workers en masse to 
fight the insurgent masses of Donbass. 
That disrupted their offensive. Kiev Fas¬ 
cist brigades were defeated militarily 
and when it was raised the unity of the 
workers of the Donbass and the mass¬ 
es of the rest of Ukraine to defeat the 
government Poroshenko and its fascist 


brigades, quickly Obama and Putin im¬ 
posed a “ceasefire” with the Minsk pact. 

Kiev troops were already defeated, 
and fascist brigades were exposed to a 
heavy defeat; it was time to crush them 
and unite the entire Ukrainian working 
class against Poroshenko to defeat the 
IMF and end hunger and misery. 

Under the orders of Stalinism all 
militias were topped which refused to 
accept this shameful pact. Suspicious¬ 
ly, some leaders of theirs as Mozgovoy 
were killed in the very rearguard, in the 
Donbass. 

Stalinists called to make a new fic¬ 
tional nation in the Donbass, “Novoros¬ 
siya”. They saved Kiev’s fascists and 
Donbass oligarchy. They disbanded 
the militias and transformed them into 
new Republic of Novorossiya’s regular 
army under the direct command of the 
bourgeois factions of Donbass. Thus 
they were in charge of destroying the 
combat organizations of the masses for 
the struggle. 
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Ukraine was split. Putin had already 
plundered a paid of it when grabbing 
Crimea. The working class was divid¬ 
ed. The cry of “MAY THE USSR RE¬ 
TURN!” was thus drowned. Today the 
masses of Donbass are suffering a mil¬ 
itary siege and an economic embargo. 

Obama, Putin and IMF stomped 
Ukraine and distributed it among 
themselves. Stalinism made for them 
the “dirty work” in the Donbass, where 
the labor movement and the miners 
went so far as to proclaim their goal 
and their struggle to recover the USSR 
and Soviet Ukraine. 

These counterrevolutionary agree¬ 
ments, like Obama-Castro pact or 
the Geneva pacts have been prepared 
against the revolution and the world 
working class. 

We already witnessed it with 
Obama’s visit to Cuba, where the sur¬ 
render of the Cuban revolution, its 
conquests and all the Latin American 
revolution was sealed. 

In Geneva it was agreed to hold the 
dog Bashar, so that he in turn supported 
by the Russian aviation, crush the Syrian 
revolution into a bloodbath. Meanwhile, 
the Europe of Maastricht has trapped 
thousands of refugees in camps that have 
nothing to envy to the Warsaw Ghetto 
and Auschwitz established by Hitler. 

In Minsk Ukraine was split and all 
its fractions were subjected to the in¬ 
famous pact where the butcher of the 
Russian steppes, Putin, is presented by 
all Communist Parties of the world as 
an ally of the workers, when in fact he 
is their biggest executioner. 

Putin is continuity of Kolchak, old 
white counter-revolutionary troops at¬ 
tacking the USSR. He is not an ally of 
socialism, but its greatest enemy and 
liquidator, and the European and world 
Stalinism is his most faithful servant. 

The Ukrainian revolution had a 
clear program to trigger revolution 
like wildfire throughout Europe of 
Maastricht and Russia, “MAY THE 
USSR RETURN!” This cry that ter¬ 
rorized imperialism, is which they do 
not want to hear again, and to bury 
it they are wealing their best proven 
agent, Stalinism, which has experi¬ 
ence in surrendering revolutions as the 


USSR in ‘89, and today Cuba. 

A huge betrayal hangs over the he¬ 
roic revolution of Ukrainian workers, 
but still the last word has not been said. 

The last word remains with the 
working class of Ukraine, Russia and 
Europe. The last blow of the last battle 
has not yet been delivered. 

The defeat of the Syrian revolution, 
its strangulation and the siege laid to 
it have strengthened butcher Putin at a 
time when the global economic crisis 
has generated a wave of hunger and un¬ 
employment against the Russian work¬ 
ers, who in defensive strikes are revolt¬ 
ing against the butcher of Moscow. 

Putin closes ranks with Obama 
and Merkel to choke and strangle the 
Ukrainian revolution. The Greek CP 
and unions support the anti-worker 
government of Syriza, as also the “new 
left” as well as PODEMOS in the 
Spanish State and old recycled Stalin¬ 
ists save at every step the battered 
Maastricht political regimes. 

But the last battle of the Ukrainian 
working class has not been waged. The 
French general strike and the struggle 
to defend the 35-hour workweek re¬ 
open new conditions for new mass of¬ 
fensives throughout Europe. 

To do this, the working class must 
break the fences, the counterrevolu¬ 
tionary pacts and the sinister policy of 
submission to the bourgeoisie that the 
treacherous leaderships have imposed. 

Despite the siege to and the parti¬ 


tion of Ukraine, the claim of the work¬ 
ing class in that oppressed nation has 
not been silenced: “Out with the IMF! 
We want bread, dignity and jobs!” 

Before new defeats of the masses 
settle down, the whip of capital will 
gather the exploited together in their 
claims so they go out and fight. 

The ruling classes of Europe have 
not yet succeeded in uniting the links 
in their chain of domination that have 
been dislocated. 

Its agents in the labor movement act 
in that sense, but the incredible suffer¬ 
ing of the masses prevent them from re¬ 
weld these links, because that suffering 
reopens at every step new attempts to 
struggle by the exploited. Paris youth 
and the French working class have sent 
a gust of fresh air to dispel such betray¬ 
al to and sellout of the masses. 

So the last battle has not been 
fought. 

It is a task of life and death that the 
masses get rid of the Stalinist monster 
strangling Ukrainian and European 
revolution, the same as yesterday sur¬ 
rendered the worker states of Eastern 
Europe and the USSR. 

The renegades of Trotskyism hold 
up that monster and support it world¬ 
wide, in unions of Greece, the Spanish 
State, in Italy, bowing to its feet in the 
French CGT, painting red counterrevo¬ 
lutionary butcher Putin, and holding up 
the dog Bashar in Syria... 

Amid these heavy fighting and bitter 
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partial defeats of the European work¬ 
ing class the conditions will emerge 
to refound the Fourth International 
of 1938, because the cry still contin¬ 
ues being heard among the Ukrainian, 
eastern European and Russian masses: 
“May the USSR return!” The only par¬ 
ty that is fighting for that is the Fourth 
International. 

With the Minsk Pact they seek 

TO DISARM, ENCIRCLE AND CRUSH THE 
REVOLUTIONARY MASSES OF DONBASS 
AND THEREBY DEFEAT THE UKRAINIAN 
REVOLUTION AND PREVENT ITS SPREAD 

to Europe 

Minsk Pacts, signed in September 
2014 and February 2015 by Merkel, 
Hollande, Putin, Poroshenko and the 
“pro-Russian” bourgeoisie, with US 
imperialism behind the scenes, were 
the counterrevolutionary response 
to the onslaught of the masses, to 
prevent them from unifying into a 
single fight, to disarm their militias 
and crush the revolution that threat¬ 
ened to come to Kiev, and thus isolate 
this revolution in the making from the 
Greek and European revolution. 

This covenant was no “peace agree¬ 
ment”; it only granted Kiev the time it 
needed to rebuild its army, which had 
been foiled by the masses, as an army 
of occupation trained, financed and 
equipped by NATO. Peace of imperi¬ 
alism and the jailer Putin is the peace 
of the cemeteries for a torn and di¬ 
vided Ukraine, one full of misery and 


despair. (See box “Under the boot of 
imperialism ...”) 

Ukraine was divided. But this 
partition did not start with Minsk 
agreements, but with murderous Pu¬ 
tin snatching for himself the Crimean 
Peninsula, a territory that imperialism 
gave him in return for the services ful¬ 
filled and those this hitman should still 
honor. After the counterrevolution¬ 
ary agreements of Minsk partition 
of Ukraine deepens through demili¬ 
tarized zones, creating a fictional re¬ 
public in the regions of Donetsk and 
Uugansk, one besieged by hunger, 
with no electricity or gas and under 
siege by the bombings of Kievan hoops 
. With this partition of the Ukrainian 
nation, they sought to subdue and bow 
down the working class to each of the 
bourgeois factions, either to the white 
Russians in Crimea, to the pro-Russian 
bourgeoisie in the Donbass or to that 
in Kiev, to prevent the working class 
from gathering together in one and the 
same fight (as it was doing) to cap it all 
by taking Kiev. 

Borders throughout Ukraine are 
again under control of Poroshenko’s 
counter-revolutionary army, while 
hitman Putin covers it the rear from 
Crimea and Russia, guaranteeing the 
total siege of the masses of the Donbass. 

There, with the policy of submis¬ 
sion to the Russophile bourgeoisie 
with the popular front, deceiving and 
lulling the masses with the scam of a 
fictitious independence, the plan pro¬ 
gresses to disarm the militias and 


achieve their integration into a regu¬ 
lar army, which will be- as agreed in 
Minsk-in the future merged with the 
“white” fascist army of Kiev. And 
the more they subject the miners’ van¬ 
guard to the bourgeoisie in the East, 
and everyone is settled who refuses 
to abide by the counterrevolutionary 
pacts -with Stalinism acting as a fifth 
column-, the more fascism heads up 
with its gangs terrorizing the work¬ 
ers going to fight in the West, and 
prepares to crush blood and fire this 
heroic revolution. 

Crimea belongs in Ukraine! 
Obama and NATO handed it over to 
Putin, as a favor and reward for act¬ 
ing as gendarme of the revolutionary 
uprising of the masses in Ukraine 
and all the oppressed peoples of the 
East. 

Out with the Great Russian mil¬ 
itary base in Crimea! Out with the 
counterrevolutionary White troops of 
Putin, the hitman of NATO and partner 
of Citibank! He is prepared to disarm 
and crush the Ukrainian revolution as 
soon as he concludes his business with 
imperialism, as he did yesterday in 
Georgia, Chechnya and throughout the 
Caucasus and the Balkans. 


Stalinism as a shock force

Enormous counterrevolutionary 
forces have concentrated to encircle 
the masses revolting in Ukraine, be¬ 
cause the Ukrainian revolution is a 
hinge revolution, which puts on the 
agenda the unity of the European 
working class against imperialist 
Maastricht and the struggle for the 
restoration of dictatorship of the 
proletariat under revolutionary 
ways in the former USSR and East¬ 
ern Europe. 

European and Russian Commu¬ 
nist Parties have sent their “inter¬ 
nationalist” brigade members to the 
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Donbass, who entered the most com¬ 
bative sectors of the workers’ militias 
to ensure compliance with the coun¬ 
terrevolutionary plans of Minsk, in¬ 
volving the disarmament of the mass¬ 
es and safeguard the private property 
and business of the whole bourgeoisie 
and imperialism. So they concentrated 
their forces to dislocate and break the 
miners’ Prizrak (Ghost) brigade which 
had called for unity with the workers of 
Kiev and to ignore the counterrevolu¬ 
tionary pacts that the pro-Russian bour¬ 
geoisie of the Donbass signed in eastern 
Ukraine. Therefore, from the bat¬ 
talion 404 (stronghold of Stalinism) 
and Interunit (the unit of “interna¬ 
tionalists” of the Communist Parties) 
ensured the integration of Prizrak 
militia into the regular army of the 
pro-Russian bourgeoisie, as stipulat¬ 
ed by Minsk agreements. 

Brigade Prizrak (Ghost) which 
houses mostly miners and workers in 
the region, has been literally taken 
over by Stalinism, which announc¬ 
es and imposes the disarmament of 
the militia and their integration into 
the regular army, and acceptance of 
the provisions in Minsk ... unilater¬ 
ally, since Poroshenko, supported by 
imperialism didn’t at all stop the fire 
and nothing good has come for the 
people of the region following the 
agreements. The peace they want 
to impose on Don Region rebellious 
masses is a peace of the graveyard! 

They fired Prizrak Brigade inde¬ 
pendent base units, leaving the top 
of Stalinist generals integrated into 
the officer caste of 14th Battalion of 
Territorial Defense and the “Repub¬ 
lic of Lugansk” 4th Brigade. An open 
confession of guilt: they have co-opted 
whoever they could to the regular army 
(offering a wage and social security, a 
“luxury” in devastated Donbass), de¬ 
livered weapons and thus run Minsk 
counter-revolutionary plan strictly. 
Therefore they disarmed anyone who 
did not want to get into this plan. They 
themselves are saying that “in any re¬ 
structuring, there is always somebody 
to suffer”. In “Stalinist Novorossiya”, 
blacklists and the disappearance of 
those who do not undergo this plan 


have become commonplace. 

Disarmament of the militias and 
their integration into the regular 
army of the pro-Russian bourgeoisie 
aim at reconstructing the bourgeois 
state that had been totally disrupted 
by the masses in their revolutionary 
breakthrough, when all the bloody 
government of Kiev could enlist were 
the fascist gangs, since the children 
of the workers and peasants in the 
region had refused to fight against 
their brothers and sisters in the 
Donbass. This sinister plan would 
culminate with the high officers of 
the “Republics” of Donetsk and Lu¬ 
gansk merging with the murderous 
caste of Kiev in one and the same 
army that guarantees business and 
properties of the entire Ukrainian 
bourgeoisie and imperialism. 

With the same old treacherous pol¬ 
icy of “anti-fascist front” used back 
in the ‘30s, Stalinism, supported by the 
renegades of Trotskyism -the SWP and 
NPA did it openly- made a common 
front with Putin and the pro-Russian 
bourgeoisie in Donbass, telling the 
masses that the latter are their “allies” 
and their enemy is “fascist Kiev”. So 
Stalinism has put Donbass exploited 
falling to their knees before the “dem¬ 
ocratic allies” who meanwhile agree 
with the “fascist foes” in disarming 
the masses, at a time when attacks 
against the region have not stopped 
and the siege on East Ukraine -like that 
imposed on Madaya, Aleppo, Homs, 
Zabadani, etc., in which Putin bombed 
Syrian masses to support fascist A1 As¬ 


sad- seeks to breaking through hunger 
and massacres the will of the masses 
who continue to resist in the last ditch. 

Every month Stalinism gathered 
Communist Parties across Europe 
together to support the Covenant of 
Minsk, murderous A1 Assad, assassin 
Putin ...whom they wanted to cover as 
“anti-imperialist”... (those agents that 
kill without fear of reprisal on account 
imperialism!); now it has enlisted and 
sent its “brigadistas” traveling from all 
European countries to take the militias 
and submit them to the bourgeois gov¬ 
ernments of the East and the counter¬ 
revolutionary Minsk agreements. 

Imperialism needs disorganize and 
encircle the masses, to disarm and end 
up defeating the revolution. And it uses 
its best proven agent: those who yes¬ 
terday delivered the October Revolu¬ 
tion today planted the American flag 
in Havana and fulfill the role of grave¬ 
diggers of the Ukrainian revolution. 
Get out the hands of Stalinism of 
the Ukrainian revolution! For courts 
of the miners’ movement and trade 
unions to investigate, prosecute and 
punish the murders and disappear¬ 
ances of the vanguard and the left 
wing of Donbass militia! 

The imperialists, at the same time 
they take hold of their Stalinist agent to 
enforce the subjugation of the masses 
to the pro-Russian bourgeoisie, prepare 
Poroshenko’s fascist army forces and 
their paramilitary gangs-and if nec¬ 
essary, also the white troops of Kol- 
chak-Putin, to drown this revolution in 
a bloodbath . 
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While the Ukrainian masses cry 
“We want the USSR back!” because 
they know that only in this way they 
can eat and have a job; the Stalinist 
wastes -as the most fervent guaran¬ 
tors of the subjugation of the mass¬ 
es to Minsk agreements-, oppose to 
that the fictional republic of “Nov¬ 
orossiya” (confined to a strip of land 
in Donetsk and Lugansk regions). The 
“Novorossiya” of Stalinism cannot be 
no other thing that a triply exploited 
4th hand colony, without any right and 
with all repayment obligations, such 
as to the IMF. It's the same isolation, 
siege, starvation, misery, imperialist 
looting and gunfire today other ex¬ 
ploited already have in the region. 

Stalinism and the pro-Russian bour¬ 
geoisie usurp the just national and an¬ 
ti-imperialist sentiment of the masses 
in Donbass, because in the region every 
worker knows that if the plan of Kiev 
progresses, the mines will be closed 
(while their jobs and lives are intimate¬ 
ly linked to them). From there, a Marx¬ 
ist can recognize the defense of “No¬ 
vorossiya” by the exploited does not 
have the same meaning for the bloody 
pro-Russian bourgeoisie. So he alerts 
the proletariat over the bourgeoisie and 
Stalinism having invented the “Repub¬ 
lic of Novorossiya” to break the revo¬ 
lutionary unity of Ukrainian exploited; 
thus they could be who run business 
with the major imperialist banks and 
also with the bourgeoisie which Poro- 
shenko controls in Kiev- through the 
companies and banks they control. 

We must tell the truth to workers, as 
bitter it may be. The most you can get 
from Putin’s and Russian/Ukrainian 


oligarchies’ “Novorossiya” is pover¬ 
ty they are now suffering, and worse 
attacks ahead, since this anti-worker 
pro-Russian bourgeoisie applies and 
will apply the same IMF plans hated 
Poroshenko is applying. For no sooner 
they finish their businesses, they will 
start the closure and conversion of the 
mines that are still standing. The only 
way to defend the mines, wages and 
work in the Donbass is breaking with 
the bourgeoisie of the East -which 
ties the interests of the working class 
to its business- and winning the unity 
of the workers’ ranks from all over 
Ukraine to finally finish standing up 
and succeeding revolution in Kiev, 
sweeping the government Poroshen¬ 
ko and breaking with imperialism!

European labor aristocracies and 
bureaucracies and social-imperialist 
parties were careful and take good 
care of keeping the Ukrainian revo¬ 
lution isolated from the struggles of 
the Greek, Spanish, French, German 
proletariat. They have been the guaran¬ 
tors of the submission of the European 
working class to imperialist Maastricht. 

Greece told the masses that we 
must support Syriza and today Tsipras 
downloads worse attacks than his pre¬ 
decessor Samaras 
while maintain¬ 
ing the vanguard 
youth behind bars 
and thousands of 
Syrian refugees 
crammed into 
real concentration 
camps. In Spain 
they saved the lives 
of the monarchy 
and buried the de¬ 
mand of the Re¬ 
public of outraged 


-”Our dreams do not fit in their ballot 
boxes”. Moreover they set up new traps 
and electoral turnouts like PODEM- 
OS party (the Spanish Syriza) -which 
is careful not to question one iota of 
the existence of the monarchy- and the 
referendum of the Catalan bourgeoisie. 
In France they put the French working 
class on its knees at the foot of “Char¬ 
lie Hebdo” to convince the proletariat 
that their enemy is not the imperialist 
bourgeoisie but the ISISnow returns to 
fight in the streets paralyzing the coun¬ 
try with massive general strikes against 
labor flexibility, (in spite of that the 
French workers now return to fight in 
the streets paralyzing the country with 
massive general strikes against labor 
flexibility). In Western countries, the 
treacherous leaderships hide the fact 
that the enemy is at home; they seek to 
pass the worst enemies of the workers 
as their allies, and their class brothers 
in the colonies and semi-colonies as 
their main enemies. 

The role of Stalinism and the “New 
Feft” was to subject the masses to the 
bourgeoisie one to one in each country 
and thus dislocating all the links in a 
single, European, revolution, at one and 
the same counterrevolutionary chain. 
They did so in Maastricht’s Europe and 
in the Ukrainian revolution. The rene¬ 
gades of Trotskyism extended them the 
red carpet, and applauded and support¬ 
ed these counterrevolutionary actions. 

They should explain why they have 
submitted the militia that refused to 
accept the covenants of Minsk and 
countered local governments, the 
regular army, making support of the 
“Republic of Novorossiya”. And they 
must also explain what happened to 
Mozgovoy who was found murdered 
in an unsolved case-; he was the com¬ 
mander denouncing the Minsk agree¬ 
ments as a trap and the pro-Russian 
bourgeoisie as part of the oligarchy 
that had nothing to do with the peo¬ 
ple’s struggle. They should explain 
what happened to anyone who was op¬ 
posed to this plan because he refused to 
die starved and bombed in “Novorossi¬ 
ya” ghetto. 

The Ukrainian revolution raises 
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what the program and the way is 
to achieve the European revolution 
stand. The demand for wage and de¬ 
cent jobs unities the workers’ ranks 
across Ukraine, Spain, Greece, Ger¬ 
many ... and Russia. Because in East¬ 
ern Europe and Western Europe 
the enemy is the same: imperialist 
Maastricht and US imperialism. 

Meanwhile, more than one million 
refugees crowd the borders of Western 
Europe looking for a piece of bread and 
a future for their families, fleeing the 
slaughter and miserable lives to which 
they are subjected throughout the Mid¬ 
dle East. They were welcomed by the 
Greek, Spanish, etc., working class, 
though abandoned by all European or¬ 
ganizations that keep a complicit silence 
towards the atrocities that refugees suf¬ 
fer in the same way that they leave aside 
the thousands of Ukrainian immigrants 
in the Europe of Maastricht that are en¬ 
slaved and made to do the worst jobs. 
Bureaucracies and labor aristocracies 
fell off from the fate of the proletariat 
of core countries, of the most exploit¬ 
ed sectors; in this case, from the immi¬ 
grants, who are the slave labor reserve 
in Europe -and thus prepare a black fu¬ 
ture for the proletariat of the imperialist 
countries. The imperialist pirates give 
the same treatment to native workers and 
refugees, tearing up their last conquests. 
One class, one struggle! 

At the same time, the global crisis is 
severely hitting the Russian proletariat. 

The fact is, when the price of oil be¬ 
gan to return to 2002 levels, Russia’s 
economy with its GDP made up 50% 
from oil income, crunched. Murderous 
Putin did not hesitate to throw the cri¬ 
sis over the masses, through layoffs, 
wage cuts, or directly unpaid salaries. 
That is why the Russian working class 
demonstrated its discomfort turning to 
the streets in protest days. Such import¬ 
ant ones that even the US imperialist 
bourgeoisie newspaper itself, the New 
York Times, in its issue of January 23, 
2016, stated in dread: “there sound in 
the industrial cities poems and legends 
of those revolutionary times warning 
the new Russian bourgeoisie: Eat pine¬ 
apples, chew partridge; your days are 
numbered, bourgeois! 


These movements of the Russian 
working class are a breath of fresh air 
for the exploited in Ukraine and all for¬ 
mer Soviet republics of Eastern Europe. 

And they show that the invention and 
the subsequent imposition of “No¬ 
vorossiya” are an attempt to expro¬ 
priate the Ukrainian revolution and 
the demands of the exploited: “May 
the USSR return!” which is already 
beginning to be heard in Moscow’s 
Red Square. No more lies! With “No¬ 
vorossiya” who again comes is hated 
Yanukovych -Putin’s friend-, repay¬ 
ing the IMF a fraudulent debt! 

The Russian proletariat must 
finish revolting! It has to assume its 
internationalist responsibilities, start¬ 
ing by joining the exploited in Syria, 
Ukraine and former Soviet repub¬ 
lics of Eastern Europe and Eurasia! 
It must defeat the butcher Putin, who 
has massacred the Syrian masses on 
account and by order of imperialism, in 
the same way as yesterday he massacred 
in Chechnya and Ossetia, among other 
nations oppressed by the “great” Rus¬ 
sia! This is the fight that has already be¬ 
gun! If Putin is victorious in the coun¬ 
terrevolutionary attack in Syria, as it 
seems to be doing, he will be strength¬ 
ened enough to deepen the attack he 
is just discharging against the Rus¬ 
sian and Ukrainian exploited and the 
nationalities oppressed by Russia. 

Ukraine and Greece are the two 
weakest links in the chain of imperialist 
domination. The struggle of the work¬ 
ing class in the Spanish state was con¬ 
trolled by the social-imperialist left of 


PODEMOS that as Syriza in Greece or 
Hollande (attempted to do) in France, 
threaten to be the ones to do the “dirty 
work” of defeating the masses for the 
imperialist bankers. But that is still far 
from happening, as evidenced by the 
general strike and mass political strug¬ 
gle that has begun throughout France. 

Through the enormous revolu¬ 
tionary battles of the proletariat 
of these countries, the revolution 
threatened to enter fully into Eu¬ 
rope, as a string of revolutions, one 
and the same revolution from Portu¬ 
gal to the Russian steppes. This is the 
only real breakthrough for Ukrainian 
and Greek revolutions completely 
stand up. The future that awaits the 
French, German, English, working 
class, if that perspective does not suc¬ 
ceed, is none other than the Greek and 
Spanish hungry masses, as we are be¬ 
ginning to see with the French law of 
labor flexibility. They will lose their 
labor gains one after the other. The 
global crisis does not give peace and 
capitalist pirates have decided that the 
masses are who pay for the cost. 

The slaughter of the Syrian mass¬ 
es and 47 euros monthly salary of 
Ukrainian proletariat are neither more 
nor less than a warning and blackmail 
for the world proletariat. “Either you 
accept increased working hours and 
the conditions I impose upon you, or 
that (Syrian and Ukrainian’s) is the fu¬ 
ture that awaits you” We cannot allow 
it! One class, one struggle from Portu¬ 
gal to the Russian steppes! 
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OUT POROSHENKO AND IMF! DOWN WITH THE MINSK PACT OF OBAMA, PUTIN, AND STALINISM! 
STOP SUBMITTING THE WORKING CLASS TO THE EXECUTIONERS!

The renegades of Trotskyism have 
shown the cold shoulder to the hero¬ 
ic Ukrainian revolution, so enabling 
Stalinism to direct and disarm from 
within the revolution. Currents of 
the European left as the English SWP, 
French NPA, Antarsya or EEK (sister 
party of PO Argentina) in Greece, have 
rendered homage to Stalinism, sending 
delegations or letters of support to the 
conference their parties performed by 
Ukraine, these same conferences where 
voting support agreements Minsk, as 
one performed in Lugansk 8 and May 
9 last year or those occurred in Greece, 
England and other European countries. 

Since the outbreak of the global 
economic crisis, when the exploited 
began to battle against the attack of 
the imperialists, the liquidators of the 
Fourth International called to fight for 
a “more social Maastricht” poisoning 
the minds of the workers into believing 


that easing off the “adjustment” was 
possible. As we said, they held a policy 
of class collaboration with which sub¬ 
jected the masses to the bourgeoisie, 
thus dividing the workers’ ranks coun¬ 
try by country, layin siege to the revo¬ 
lutionary processes. They endeavored 
to present the butcher Putin, hitman 
on behalf of imperialism, as anti-im¬ 
perialist and friend of the masses of 
Donbass, while he fled Ukraine as a rat 
and unceremoniously was massacring 
the martyred Syrian masses. They are 
posing the greatest enemies of the 
masses as their friends and concen¬ 
trated all their strength to hide that 
there is a heroic revolution for bread 
that has been bloodied in Syria and 
the masses brutally massacred, 
starved and isolated by the treacher¬ 
ous leaderships of the world left. 

The “new left” composed of 
Stalinist waste and former Trotsky¬ 
ists was laid by imperialism to isolate 
and strangle the revolutionary offen¬ 
sive of the exploited in Ukraine and 
Greece, in turn isolating them from 
the entire Europe, and to hide the he¬ 
roic Syrian revolution as well as the 
brutal genocide led by imperialism 
to drown her -from the world prole¬ 


tariat. Thus the imperialist bandits 
recruited all their agents to prevent 
the revolution from standing up in 
any of the core countries and become 
the spark that ignite the dry grass in 
the region, as in the great revolution 
of the Maghreb and the Middle East. 

The role of the liquidators of the 
Fourth International has been es¬ 
sentially legitimizing the nauseating 
corpse of Stalinism, which yesterday 
gave China, the USSR, Vietnam and 
East Europe to imperialism in ‘89, so 
today comes again to surrender Cuba 
and crush the most advanced centers of 
the world revolution. 

All liquidators of Trotskyism were 
part of that “holy alliance” that told the 
world masses that “the enemy was the 
ISIS” in the Middle East and Europe. 
That legitimized imperialism to sup¬ 
port murderous Bashar who massacred 
the Syrian revolution ... and legitimized 
governments of imperialist Europe to 
crush, cast and imprison thousands of 
refugees ... It strengthened Hollande 
-who run a self-serving bombing in Par¬ 
is- by putting the blame on ISIS, so then 
he could attack the conquest of the 35 
hours’ working week of French workers. 

They are the renegades of Trotsky¬ 
ist who supported the Stalinist fifth col¬ 
umn that went on to defeat from within 
the revolutionary masses of Donbass in 
Ukraine, and are also those who sup¬ 
port and sustain the treacherous count¬ 
er-revolutionary policy of the Kurdish 
Stalinism, the PKK, that by the Bashar 
dog slaughters the Syrian masses. 

They silenced and support the pact 
between Obama and Putin in Minsk; 
conceal the Geneva Conference that 
ensures Al-Assad’s peipetuation in 
power until slaughtering even the last 
of the rebels in Syria or until they are 
surrendered by the FSA bourgeois 
generals. 

They openly support or silence and 
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cover up the Castro-Obama pact surren¬ 
dering Cuba and the entire Latin Amer¬ 
ican revolution to US imperialism. 

Between revolution and counter¬ 
revolution there is a river of blood, 
as there is between Trotskyism and 
Stalinism. 

The liquidators of the Fourth Inter¬ 
national and Stalinism have one party 
that is none other than the World So¬ 
cial Forum and its current representa¬ 
tive: social-imperialist “new left” of 
Syriza and PODEMOS, advocates to 
imperialist multinationals and bank¬ 
ers’ business dealings.

The only way to end the war that im¬ 
perialism and its lackeys have declared 
to the Ukrainian working class, mas¬ 
sacring more than nine thousand men, 
women and children, and which has 
left Ukraine and especially the regions 
of Donetsk and Lugansk utterly de¬ 
stroyed, is ... BY WINNING IT. 

In “Lessons from Spain” (1936) 
the founder of the Red Army, Com¬ 
rade Leon Trotsky, argued that “(...) 
the workers and peasants are not able 
to secure victory but when fighting for 
their own emancipation. Under these 
conditions, subjecting them to the 
leadership of the bourgeoisie is to en¬ 
sure in advance their defeat in the civil 
war. “ Victory will only be possible if

their struggle they face the same ene¬ 
my, imperialism and its plans of hun¬ 
ger and misery; and they have the same 
demand: bread, jobs and decent wages 
to end the misery of 47 euros a month. 
The revolution that began in Ukraine 
is a revolution of the workers who 
refuse to accept poverty wages and 
to survive in a maquila (sweatshop) 
pillaged by imperialism! The last 
word has not been said, because under 
those same demands that motorized the 
revolutionary struggle of the Ukrainian 


masses, coal miners and steelworkers 
in Pavlograd, Lviv, Volyn and all those 
regions of Ukraine under control of 
Kiev government now return to com¬ 
bat . It is necessary and urgent that 
the masses in Kiev again disrupt the 
fascist army, preventing the levies 
and calling for the demobilization of 
the privates, and break out the siege 
around Donbass! By self-defense 
committees of workers against the 
attack of the fascist gangs!

Murders, disappearances, imprisonment and torture in Donbass of the Minsk agreement 


In the Donbass a tragic situation is 
experienced today. The population 
endeavor a terrible cost of life and 
the constant siege by the Poroshenko 
puppet government Kievan army. There 
are attempts to crush and sell out the 
revolution in which the heroic miners 
of the Don region raised to their feet, in 
defense of their work and their families, 
against the plans of the IMF and the 
EU. To achieve this, imperialism has 
concocted the agreements of Minsk 


signed by Germany, France, Russia, 
Poroshenko for Kiev, and Plotnitsky 
and Zakharchenko for the republics of 
Lugansk and Donetsk respectively, in 
September 2014 and February 2015, 
with US imperialism behind the scenes. 
This counter-revolutionary pact aims to 
divide the Ukrainian working class using 
demilitarized zones, so that revolution 
in the Donbass that won over their 
siblings from Kiev (who refused to go to 
a fratricidal war, ran to fight on the side 


of the Don and confronted IMF plans) 
did not reach the capital city and take the 
head of hated Poroshenko 

Massive counter-revolutionary forces 
were concentrated since then to enforce 
the Covenants of Minsk laying as a 
central point disarming all ‘illegal’ militias 
and their entry into the regular army. 

The Communist parties traveled from 
Russia, Spain and throughout Europe 
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for conferences on behalf of “anti¬ 
fascism” and the fulfillment of the Minsk 
agreements, conference that were also 
attended by Renegades of Trotskyism 
as Antarsya or to which they sent their 
greetings as the EEK, both Greek parties; 
but not only that. Members of the 
European Communist parties inserted 
into and took a clean sweep of the militias 
of the miners in the Donbass, as is the 
case with the battle-hardened Ghost 
militia, which today have joined Lugansk 
regular army. 

To carry out this task, however it was 
necessary to do away with any hint 
of opposition to the bourgeoisie and 
pro-Russian oligarchy and the Minsk 
agreements. Blacklists, imprisonments, 
detentions, torture and disappearances, 
killings have become commonplace in 
the Don region. Let’s take a look at some 
of the most widespread cases of this 
true purge against opponents that it is 
experiencing. 



Four leaders who publicly denounced of Minsk appeared brutally murdered 

Plotnitsky (considered “the man of the along with their companions in “friendly 

Kremlin” in the region) and Zakharchenko territory”, 
as “traitors” after signing the compacts 


Aleksandr Bednov was the Commander of the Batman Bri¬ 
gade of Lugansk and member of the 4th Battalion of Lugansk. 
Brigade name was due to it carrying out intelligence work; it 
members moved as nocturnal bats. Thus, they investigated 
and knew how Plotnitsky was trafficking “humanitarian aid” 
from Russia and even how he was selling coal from the Don 
region to Kiev. In December 2014 the Plotnitsky Government 
had issued an arrest warrant for Bednov and some members 
of his militia. 

January 1 st , 2015 Bednov was killed along with six of his 
men near the village of Georgievka, in the South of Lugansk. 
Two cars were carrying Bednov and his militiamen when they 
were attacked in an ambush by grenade launchers, according 
to some survivors to the attack. 

The Batman Brigade was dissolved after the killing of its 
commander. 


Days later, on January 22 th 2015, Evgeny 
Ischenko, Mayor of Pervomaisk and right hand 
of Pavel Dremov, also was killed. 

Ischenko, such as Dremov had filmed videos, 
from the bombed-out areas of Pervomaisk in 
which he denounced the representatives of the 
republics of Lugansk and Donetsk as traitors for 
theirsigning of the agreements of Minsk, exclaim¬ 
ing loudly that those agreements were a disgrace, 
for being a lie and pacts with the murderers of 
the Donbass people. Showing the atrocities of the 
bombing, the shattered bodies, he called to con¬ 
front the Governments of Donetsk and Lugansk 
for having signed the fake “ceasefire”. These vid¬ 
eos circulating on the web are from December 
2014, days before his assassination. 
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Pavel Dremov was a bricklayer worker before the conflict unleashed 
in Ukraine. He then became the Commander of the Cossack Brigade 
and was seen as the “Savior” of Stakhanov, a town in Lugansk close to 
Alchvesk, where he was based. He was killed on Saturday, December 
12, 2015 on the road linking Pervomaisk and Stakhanov, when a bomb 
exploded in his car. While he died instantly, the driver of the vehicle 
died way to the hospital. In December 2014 he had recorded a video 
titled “Plotnitsky, resign!” where he denounced the theft and sale of 
coal by Plotnitsky and his Entourage to Kiev, and fraud in the votes - 
that those who did not vote, did not receive their pensions. He also said 
that only one of 10 trucks of humanitarian aid had reached those who 
needed it, while the rest had been sold. 

He called the presidents of Donetsk and Lugansk as “shady busi¬ 
nessmen”, dealing with money, power and the cease-fire together with 
the Board in Kiev. 

The same as the above mentioned murdered fighters he denounced 
the Minsk Covenants and Plotnitsky for surrendering to Kiev. 



Alexey Mozgovoy was the Commander of the Ghost 
Brigade which bore that name since it was always consid¬ 
ered as having disappeared, though it always returned to 
combat. Commander Mozgovoy was a fervent opponent 
to the Minsk agreements who also denounced them as 
a betrayal to the insurgent people. He denounced these 
agreements had only granted the battered army of Kiev 
that was losing the war the time needed for it to rearm. 
In addition, he was a great opponent to pro-Russian Gov¬ 
ernments of the republics of Donetsk and Lugansk and 
Ukrainian and Russian oligarchy. Mozgovoy fought for 
the union of the Ukrainian people and for the revolution 
to succeed in Kiev. All his positions are reflected in fer¬ 
vent public speeches during which he even denounced 
those “who are in Government (but) located very far 
from the battlefield”. Alexey Mozgovoy was killed in an 
ambush between the town of Mikhaylovka and Alchevsk, 
Lugansk-Alch road. His car exploded because of a bomb 
and was then machine-gunned on May 23, 2015. 

Days earlier, the “Anti-fascism, internationalism, soli¬ 
darity” Forum had met in his city, Alchevsk, which includ¬ 
ed Communists from all over the world, and even forsaken 
of Trotskyism as (Greek) Antarsya participated with their 
delegations and EEK (sister party of Argentina PO) sent its 
warm and brotherly greeting. There, the main decision tak¬ 
en was the requirement of compliance with the agreements 
of Minsk that Mozgovoy opposed. 

Prizrak (Phantom) Brigade was composed in its major¬ 
ity by mine worker militiamen and was notable for being 
one of the more hardened in the fight against the fascist 
army of Kiev. For example it played a central role in the bat¬ 
tle of Debaltseve where they had surrounded some 10000 
soldiers of Kiev in January 2015. It was Putin who gave the 
order that a humanitarian corridor be opened at that time 
“so the soldiers return to their homes with their families” 



and Zakharchenko, the leader of the Republic of Donetsk 
was who did take this order out, when the militias of the 
Don had a true military victory and advancing territorially. 
A month later the second counter-revolutionary Minsk Pact 
would be signed to curb the advance of the rebels increas¬ 
ingly winning the support of their siblings from Kiev. 

The Ghost Brigade had one 404 Battalion composed 
by Communists, but also by the Interunit, ‘internationalist 
volunteers’ unit. After the murder of Mozgovoy, members 
of these units took a literally clean sweep of the Ghost Bri¬ 
gade and began to call to the fulfillment of the Covenants 
of Minsk, with the Russian commander Markov in its head. 
Base units were also dissolved and they integrated the 
Ghost Brigade into the regular army; from official releases 
they stated that “in all restructuring there are losses”. 
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Putin and “Great Russian” bourgeoisie fled like rats, 
leaving Ukraine isolated; they fenced the heroic miners of 
Donbass who were fighting alongside the workers of Kiev, 
against looting IMF and NATO boots that crush Ukraine

P utin is being tested once again, as a 
hit man in the region. Putin was hu¬ 
miliated by imperialism completely, 
stripped him his control in Ukraine, leav¬ 
ing only the control of the Crimea as a 
favor and part payment for services he 
did and continues doing and he must 
comply; while today, after months of 
doing the dirty work of massacring the 
masses in Syria on behalf of imperialism, 
Obama once again extended the term of 
the seized accounts of the Russian bour¬ 
geoisie abroad. 

The white Russia who drowned in a 
bloodbath the hungry and fenced Syrian 
masses, is a cowardly bourgeoisie who 
fled like rats when Kerry stepped into 
Ukraine, a lap kitty of the imperialism 
that keeps all their accounts abroad 
frozen for more than a year ago and 
does the “dirty work” of massacring 
the Syrian masses, to subordinate to¬ 
gether with, the pro-Russian bourgeoi¬ 
sie of the east, the insurgent masses 
of Donbass to the Pacts Minsk and if 
this is not enough, it crushes with his 
counter-revolutionary army as He did 
yesterday in Georgia and Chechnya. If 
the white army of Putin gets out victori¬ 
ous and unscathed from his slaughter to 
the tormented Syrian masses, the sta¬ 
tus quo is strengthened and Putin will 
emerge stronger as gurka gendarme in 
the region. 


Since mid-2014, when the fighting 
in eastern Ukraine were red hot, Putin 
withdrew all Russian troops from the 
Ukrainian border, leaving isolated and 
encircled the heroic miners of Donbass 
fighting alongside the workers of Kiev, 
against IMF looting and NATO boots, 
because the base soldiers were passed 
to fight alongside their brothers in the 
Donbass, jeopardizing the business of 
the Ukrainian and Russian bourgeoisie. 
This vile coward Putin fears the revolu¬ 
tion that questioned his power more than 
the borders siege of imperialism 


Between September 2014 and Febru¬ 
ary 2015, when advancing mining militias 
from the east and with the support of their 
brothers in Kiev who refused to join the 
army inflicting him a tough defeat, Putin 
and the pro-Russian bourgeoisie of East 
Ukraine signed, with US imperialism- be¬ 
hind the scenes - Minsk counterrevolu¬ 
tionary pacts by which, as we said, Kiev 
regained control of borders deepening the 
siege against the masses, and breaking 
and disarm masses. They together with 
Stalinism were the guarantors to break 
the masses unity and disarm them. 
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Imperialism and their dogs Al As¬ 
sad, Putin and the murderous Hezbollah 
troops, redoubled the siege by starva¬ 
tion and shelling to slaughter until the 
last people of the Syrian resistance and 
crush this great revolution. In all Syri¬ 
an cities and villages besieged without 
food, electricity, water or gas, Assad’s 
genocidal forces commanded by im¬ 
perialism discharged a real slaughter 
operation against the masses, bombing 
up to rubble. This is the perspective 
that they prepare for Ukraine, where the 
masses of the regions of the Don are al¬ 
ready suffering those same hardships. 

If Putin could play this role was be¬ 
cause until now the Russian proletariat 
was crushed and dominated under his 
boot with a regime of terror. Against 
what they say the Stalinists and rene¬ 
gades of Trotskyism, there is no hint of 
democracy, much less anti-imperial- 
ism. White Russia of Putin who massa¬ 
cred the Syrian masses on behalf of im¬ 
perialism, is also the gendarme of the im¬ 
perialist transnationals in Eurasia. Putin 
and the parasitic Russian oligarchy, who 
have come up from the Stalinist clique 
that stole the riches of the peoples of the 
former USSR and handed them over to 
Reagan Citibank!, remain crushed the 
Russian working class, while with mas¬ 
sacres against the peoples of the Cauca¬ 
sus countries (Chechnya, Ossetia, Geor¬ 
gia) as perpetrated today in Syria, guar¬ 
antee business to its imperialist master 
in the Muslim former Soviet republics 
(the stanes) as Uzbekistan, Turkmeni¬ 
stan, Tajikistan, Kyrgyzstan, Kazakhstan 
and Azerbaijan. Russian workers must 
rise up to stop the massacre against 
Syrian people! If Putin emerges victo¬ 
rious from this carnage against the Syr¬ 
ian people, it will be strengthened as 
gendarme in the region, both in Ukraine 
in Eastern Europe and also against its 
own people which begins facing him. 

Now Russia is being shaken by harsh 
strikes and “illegal” demonstrations 
- because in Russia are prohibited by 
the constitution. Pensioners, truckers, 
teachers and industrial workers go out 
to the streets to fight in defense of their 
wages and against cuts. The crisis hits 
Russia and the fall in oil prices to U$S 25 
halved the Russian budget. The murder¬ 
er Putin did not hesitate to throw crisis 
to the masses, layoffs, wage cuts, or di¬ 


rectly with salaries not paid. That is why 
the Russian working class demonstrated 
its discomfort in the streets with protest 
demonstrations. Such that the Yankee 
imperialist bourgeoisie itself, in the New 
York Times, in its issue of January 23, 
2016, with dread stated that “poems and 
legends of those revolutionary times 
sound in the industrial cities warning 
the new Russian bourgeoisie: Eat 
pineapples, chew partridge; your 
days are numbered, bourgeois!”. The 
unity of the workers’ ranks on either 
side of the border is on the agenda and 
is a necessity to conquer the demands 
of the Russian and Ukrainian masses. 
Putin knows this and therefore for the 
first time openly, criticized Lenin and the 
policy of the revolutionary USSR, the 
right to self-determination of oppressed 
nationalities by Great Russia in a public 
speech, because it undermines the pillars 
of the Russian state. 

Today is at the order of the day state 
again that the Ukrainian revolution 
must get into the “Great Russia”, where 
workers have wages as miserable as the 
Ukrainian workers. These movements of 
the Russian working class, are a breath 
of fresh air for the exploited of Ukraine 
and all former Soviet republics of Eastern 
Europe. And show that the fictional “Re¬ 
public of Novorossia” is an invention 
of Stalinism to subordinate the unruly 
masses to Putin and the pro-Russian 
bourgeoisie of East Ukraine and ex¬ 


propriate the Ukrainian revolution with 
their war cry “Bring back the USSR”, 
which is already beginning to be felt 
in the Red Square in Moscow. No more 
lies! With “Novorossia” who returns is 
the hated Yanukovich - Putin's friend - 
to pay the fraudulent debt to the IMF, 
while isolation, siege, starvation, mis¬ 
ery, imperialist looting and gunfire that 
have already exploited today, deepen 
in the region. 

The Russian proletariat must rise 
up until the end! It has to assume its 
internationalist responsibilities joining 
Syrian exploited masses, the people 
of former Soviet republics of Ukraine 
and Eastern Europe and Eurasia! If 
they finish crushing the heroic Syrian 
resistance, it will be a tough defeat for 
the world working class and Russia in 
particular! The Russians workers must 
defeat Putin butcher who slaughtered 
the Syrian masses, in the same way as 
yesterday massacred in Chechnya and 
Ossetia among other nations oppressed 
by “The Great” Russia! This is the fight 
that has already begun! 

Imperialism knows and trembles at 
the possibility that the Russian proletari¬ 
at rises up and unifies behind the exploit¬ 
ed masses throughout Eastern Europe. 
Why? Putin is being tested once again as 
a hit man in the region. At the conference 
in Minsk the role of disarming the mass¬ 
es of Donbass was assigned to Putin, his 
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agents shoot to death the leaders of the 
combative militias in orderto liquidate the 
left wing of the resistance, and slaugh¬ 
tered the last trench of Syrian resistance. 
And Putin offered to be the one who cov¬ 
ers Yankees' withdrawal of Afghanistan. 
The uncrowned tsar Putin wants to earn 
the right to be the gendarme on behalf 
of imperialism throughout Eurasia. 

US imperialism has remained tread¬ 
ing all the Russian border and is lead¬ 
ing the way for his re-colonization, an 
issue that should define historically, if 
the proletariat does not prevent it with 
a successful socialist revolution. As we 
stated in the book Syria under fire: “Ul¬ 
timately, the fight for” new markets 
“conquered by capitalism in 1989 
and its re colonization will cause 
huge confrontations, trade wars, 
political and in the future (if the pro¬ 
letariat does not prevent it) military 
wars between the various imperial¬ 
ist powers. The victorious imperialist 
powers (of the trade war, NdR) need 
get rid of intermediaries in the plun¬ 
dering of the riches of Russia, of its 
gas and oil, and exploitation of Chi¬ 
nese labor. The Atlantic Pact and 
Pacific Pact, are agreements of the 
imperialist powers to encircle those 
countries and transform them in col¬ 
onies or semi colonies." (P. 87) The 
Citibank is the largest bank in Russia, 
and controlling their finances. Germany 
is the largest foreign investor, especially 


in the control over Russian gas supplies 
to Germany and Europe. The great inter 
dispute opened between the US, France 
and Germany is to see who, besides gas 
pipelines supplying Russian oil to Eu¬ 
rope, keeps control of Russian military 
industry business. Ukraine is a key el¬ 
ement of imperialism on the way to the 
recolonization of Russia because they 
are the coal mines and steel of the Don 
Basin which supply the Russian military 
industrial complex and if the US keeps 
their control, they also would control 
the supply of that industry. Against 
the counter-revolutionary pact of im¬ 
perialism and the native bourgeoisies 
we must oppose a true alliance of the 
working class and the exploited! 

For the working class lives, imperi¬ 
alism must die! Let the base soldiers, 
Russian workers and peasants rise up 
alongside the oppressed Muslim peo¬ 
ples and the Caucasus, against white 
oppression of tsarist Russia of Putin, 
who starves his own people to death! 

Let them rise up all together with 
Syrian resistance to make roll the head 
of genocidal butchers Bashar and Pu¬ 
tin, like the masses did in Libya with 
the head of the murderer Khadafy! 

Let the revolutionary Red Army 
back, expurgated of white officers ex¬ 
ecutioners of Syrian masses, Chechen 
masses, Ossetian masses, and grave¬ 


digger of the Ukrainian revolution! Out 
the hands of Kolchak-Putin of Ukraine!

T his May Day, the Russian CP 
was one of the organizers of the 
main event along with Putin’s United 
Russia party.

The CP called in this meeting to 
support and celebrate Putin’s foreign 
policy in Syria and Ukraine.

It is not surprising since the same 
CP in Ukraine plays the role of en¬ 
forcing strictly the agreements of 
Minsk establishing disarmament and 
making the regular army with all militias facing plans of 
submission with IMF and EU. 

These are the Communist Parties who yesterday gave 
the USSR and all the workers states to imperialism in ‘89 
and now hold the Minsk agreements because they have 
to drown the cry of the masses of Donbass proclaiming 
“Let’s make USSR to come again!” as the only solution 
in order to eat and live dignity. These Communist Parties 
have traveled from Russia, Spain, and throughout Europe 
to enforce these plans, and since then, the insurrectionist 
Donbass is full with blacklists, disappearances, impris¬ 
onment, torture and murder in the back in the territories 
that Kiev does not controls; while the murderer Poros- 
henko continues to plague the region of Don. 


stances never clarified in friendly territory. Thereafter the 
CP commanders command the Ghost Brigade and guar¬ 
antee their integration into the regular army in Lugansk. 

The Stalinists pose of “anti-fascists” to divide the 
Ukrainian working class, and perform dozens of confer¬ 
ences around the world, supported by the renegades of 
Trotskyism, and are the biggest advocates and sup¬ 
porters of the biggest fascists: the dog Bashar, the 
butcher Putin that slaughter nearly 500 thousand 
workers and peasants in Syria and confined 10 mil¬ 
lion people to real concentration camps (doing the 
dirty work of imperialism); and even the fascist Po- 
roshenko with which they did not hesitate to sign the 
Minsk Agreement. 


For example the Russian Martov organized the bat¬ 
talion of the Communist Ghost Brigade. The Mozgovoi 
commander, who opposed to Minsk pacts and fight for the 
unity of the Ukrainian working class, was killed in circum- 


This May Day in Russia was the meeting of the butch¬ 
er Putin, to support at a time when Russia, after years of 
recession, the economy returns to creak deeply by the 
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overwhelming drop in oil prices that 
has impacted terribly the pockets of 
workers and early 2016 there were 
demonstrations by doctors, teachers, 
so on. 


Since 2004 throughout the Rus¬ 
sian Federation, the constitution 
states that any demonstration in¬ 
volving more than one person must 
be authorized by establishing fines 
amounting up to 2 years’ salary, or 
15 days imprisonment or communi¬ 
ty work for those who demonstrate 
without permission from the authori¬ 
ties. In 2012 and 2014, reaching sen¬ 
tences of up to five years in prison 
for repeat offenders increased. Even 
those who perform one-person pro¬ 
test (called pickets one, in a public 
place with a sign) they have imposed 
fines and prison terms of up to three 
years. And people who publicly call to anything that might 
“violate the integrity territorial of the Russian Federation” 
can receive up to four years in prison (and up to 5 if ap¬ 
peals are made through media such as Internet). Today hu¬ 
man rights groups recognize at least one hundred political 
prisoners in Russia. 


Now Putin announced the formation of a new nation¬ 
al guard would respond directly to Kremlin (and not the 
Ministry of Interior), led by a former bodyguard of Pu¬ 
tin. This “praetorian guard” (as they called some Russian 
news agencies) aims to repress social protests and thus 
can shoot with live ammunition against demonstra¬ 
tors and used stun grenades to disorient the crowd. In 
addition to the drills that made (coincidentally to quell 
a protest against rising prices) used a procedure called 
“kettling” consisting cordon off protesters with barbed 
wire. The document of procedure says that “the most ac¬ 


tive protesters are arrested and taken to the police station 
for further proceedings.” 


Of course, officially, the goal is to fight terrorism, 
arms trafficking and organized crime, when in fact the 
hitman Putin, at a time when he should throw the burden 
of the whole crisis to the workers and oppressed masses 
of Russia, does nothing but get ready to smash bloody 
any struggle or revolutionary uprising of the working 
class and the exploited Russians. Putin prepares to treat 
their own working class in the way he treats the tormented 
Syrian masses! That’s the truth! 


This is the Russian “democracy”: a true terror re¬ 
gime of the hitman Putin. 


This is the “anti-imperialist” Putin that Stalinism 
and the renegades of Trotskyism want to present as al¬ 
lies of the masses: the slaughterer of the Syrian mass¬ 
es, the gravedigger of 
the Ukrainian revo¬ 
lution, which crush¬ 
es with his boot the 
Russian working class 
and is the gendarme 
of the region; the 
murderer of the mass¬ 
es of Georgia, Ossetia 
and Chechnya.

They divided 
the workers of Greece, Spain, France, 
etc. so it will not stand up the Europe¬ 
an revolution. We prevented us from 
fighting with the workers and exploit¬ 
ed of Middle East and the Maghreb 
(north of our continent), now in Syria 
the masses suffer brutal slaughter due 
to upraise for bread, dignity and the 
same demands for which we fight in 
Zimbabwe. 

This May Day, standing up with the 
Syrian masses who continue to resist 
against the slaughter of Al-Assad and 
Putin commanded by imperialism! 
We are with the workers and youth of 
Egypt who took the streets against the 
ferocious military dictatorship of Al-Si- 
si!

“For a militant working class May Day” 
against the Government and the bureau¬ 
cracy of the CUT “for the unity of the labor 
movement”, as expressed in their call. 

We Trotskyists of POI-CI will partici¬ 
pate with our banners and our program 
next to the Chilean and world working 
class. We will participate underthe follow¬ 
ing banners: for organizing a Revolution¬ 
ary General Strike, for fighting to forge the 
worker-student unity, for resuming our 
revolutionary struggle because we will 
not allow our “free education for the child 
of the worker first” and “Chilean copper 
for the Chileans” demands are sold out or 
negotiated. 

To fight for defeating all the bureau¬ 
cracy of the CUT and the student bureau¬ 


cracy and flout all collaborators leader¬ 
ships that gave out our struggle and now 
submit us to the “dialogue tables” in the 
corrupt Parliament. 

To defeat the scam of the Government 
and the Pinochetista right wing Parties 
about “labor reform”, because we workers 
must organize as we want and re-found the 
labor movement below upward with the 
factory committees coordinated by city, re¬ 
gion and at the national level, that is, with 
the Cordones Industrials as in the 70s. 

Let’s face Bachelet’s labor reform 
dictated by the imperialist transnationals 
and agreed with Pinochetista right wing, 
as youth and working class do in France, 
which are facing “Socialist” Hollande’s la¬ 
bor reform on the streets! 

To fight against the employers’ offen¬ 
sive that is worsening and has raised 9.4% 
unemployment in Santiago, in addition to 
more than 55,000 layoffs in the mining 
industry, and which holds political prison¬ 
ers in jails, we must return to 2011-2013 
fighting and defeat Bachelet’s Government, 
a General Pinochet’s “Socialist”, her false 
“reform” and the civilian-military regime 
of the right, the Concertacion and the CCP.

This may 1 the PTR - as well as its “mother-par¬ 
ty”, Argentinean PTS, supporting the Government of 
Dilma and the PT, a pro imperialist bourgeois Gov¬ 
ernment who wants to prove to its imperialist master 
it can - and is willing to take to the final - a top attack 
to the labor movement and the exploited masses in 
Brazil. PTR is calling to participate under the motto 
of “Against the institutional putsch in Brazil”, in the 
class collaboration march of the Bachelet Govern¬ 
ment, organized by the bureaucrats of the CUT 

However, the reality 7 is that in Brazil the bourgeois 
clique that wants to remove Dilma moves within the 
strict frame of the semi-Bonapartista Constitution 
with which the country is governed since 1988. This 
Constitution which will allow opposition bands to ap¬ 
ply mechanisms that allow down throwing Dilma from 
Presidency today is the same one that was used by PT, 
PSDB and PMDB in the ‘90s to get rid of then pres¬ 
ident Collor de Melo by means of an Impeachment. 

What happens in Brazil, as in Venezuela, is that im¬ 
perialism -after having used native bourgeoisies, i.e. 
the “Bolivarian”, as the PT and its governments or the 
Ks’ in Argentina to strangle the revolutionary process¬ 
es, now comes to bring order to its “backyard”. It now 
encourages the ‘right’ to perform actions in the streets 
so that it can press the “progressives” to be which 
apply the heart of the attack on the conquests of the 
working class, squeezing them until the last drop of 
juice, as the “squeezed lemons” of imperialism they 
actually are. This is what Cristina Kirchner did, what 
Maduro and also Dilma are doing. 

Now, if there were effectively a coup in the works 
as PTR says, how does it think that coup would be 
defeated? For the PTR, the right way is through a 
constituent Assembly! Well, really? Does a vote stop 
a coup? No call to crush the coup? No call to a Rev¬ 
olutionary General Strike? Do you think a coup can 
be defeated without a call to expropriate the private 
property to large transnationals which would be fund¬ 
ing the coup? Without calling the rank-and-file sol¬ 


diers to break away from their officers in the armed 
forces? Without sacking the pro-coup judges and 
without imposing labor and popular courts? 

A putsch is stopped by calling the working class to 
stop production and to crush the putsch. Coups are 
stopped and democracy defended with the method of 
the proletarian revolution. 

And PTR can’t say there are no conditions for 
this... PTR is in a common front with the CUT, the 
landless movement, the homeless workers movement, 
etc., which perfectly could call a great Congress of 
workers and peasants to organize the General Strike 
which can crush the “coup”. 

Here the concrete point is that where there is a 
brutal counter-revolutionary coup with 400,000 work¬ 
ers and peasants killed in Syria, the PTR shuts up and 
silences it. The Syrian masses are still fenced while 
lackey Dilma is tenderly surrounded and supported 
by the so-called “Socialists” in the words that are mere 
opportunists in the facts. 

And meanwhile, this may 1, as it does every day 
of the year, the PTR maintains its “tradition” of in¬ 
volving in an ‘’International Workers’ Day " mobili¬ 
zation by the bourgeois Government of Bachelet, the 
CCP and the coup-ist DC(Christian Democrats), their 
anti-labor Ministers and the bureaucracy of the CUT.

These imperialist companies are 
throwing thousands of tons of indus¬

ment and misery of the poor people of 
Chicloe.

Artisanal fishermen 
of Valparaiso at the same time held a 
day of action in support of the poor 
people of Chiloe, making barricades 
in Caleta Portales. Meanwhile, the stu¬ 
dents continue the struggle for free ed¬ 
ucation and is still the struggle of the 
public officials in Atacama after more 
than two months on strike. 


It is necessary to conquer a fighting 
coordinator which bringing together 
all sectors that confronting the civ¬ 
ic-military regime and its government, 
fighting for their demands, while the 
scab CUT bureaucracy continues to 
support the anti-worker government of 
Bachelet. Not a single minute the fight 
of Chiloe alone!
